It sucms 
to us that, while wo have n number of gentle- 
man in Washington, who receive $8,00 per 
•lay, for tho express purpose of attending to 
the interests of tlio Slate, and who nro doubt- 
less quite as competent us Mr. Dcliipl<tine,lhis 
matter might hnvo been arranged without ap- 
pointing him by an UXQTCMU of power, as an 
extraordinary ngont, with extraordinary pay, 
to accomplish it. Tho action of the Ex-Gov. 
on this matter sccmi lo Intvu thuclcud ovun thu 
old Hunkers of Ilia pr.rty. Hut nl'iur all, he 
was only acting their favorite nmxim,—" to 
the victors belong the spoils." 
Whether their 


indignation is all roiil, or whether they would 
liko to make n scope-goal of him fur thu ninsof 
the rest, wo, of COUMU, cannot say. As n speci-
